Station was suddenly attacked by a violent mob. One country 
bomb was thrown by the attackers inside the Police Station 
and that resulted in serious injuries to the Sub-Inspector of 
Police who fell unconscious. The attackers also threw 
another bomb. They then tried to force their way into the 
Police Station building where 11 other Police officers were 
present. Shri Nair fired six rounds in different directions 
and shot dead one of the attackers. By his exceptional 
courage and initiative Shri Ayyappanchalil Damodaran Nair 
repulsed the attackers.

12. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the School in the order of merit, as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate, and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the School to 
be qualified by the examination shall be recommended for 
appointment up to the number of unreserved vacancies decid- 
ed to be filled on thr results of the examination. 

Provided thy any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes who, though not qualified by 
the standard prescribed by the School is declared by them to 
be suitable for appointment to Grade HI of the service with 
due regard to the maintenance of efficiency of administration, 
shall be recommended for appointment to vacancies reserved 
for members of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes u$ the case may bo. 

Note. — Candidates should clearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The num- 
ber of persons to be appointed to Grade III of the Service on 
the results of the examination is entirely within the compe- 
tence of Government to decide. No candidate will, there- 
fore, have any claim for appointment as a Stenographer 
Grade III on the basis of his performance in this examina- 
tion, as a matter of right. 

13. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the School in their discretion and the School will not enter 
into correspondence with them, regarding the results, 

14. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to Grade Hi of the Service.' 

15. A candidate who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
or otherwise quits the service or severs his connection with it,
